J.'T. Gordon, of Gordon, Iron- 
side & Fares, pork packers and 
cattle dealers, Winnipeg says that 
the most remarkable thing in the 
western situation at the present 
moment is the extraordinary devel- 
opment of the live stock industry. 
Two years ago the west had a great 
grain harvest, but because of the 
unfavourable weather “uring early 
fall much of the grain was found 
to be damaged, ‘The result was 
that a great deal of it had to be 
disposed of at prices much under 
those estimated. ‘The farmers saw 
that it would have been more pro- 
titable to feed the grain to animals, 
and there was a distinct movement 
toward acquiring stock. 

This season that movement be- 
gins to show results, Already 
from thirty to thirty-tive thousand 
hogs are being marketed in the 
three prairie provinces. These 
hogs for the portion of 1/14 already 
expired, have been worth to the 
farmersalmost nine million dollars 
and there is still room for much 
expansion, While the acquisition 
of cattle has been slower, Mr Gor- 
don is convinced taat within a 
year or two thero will be a very 
considerable export of cattle, anid 
that the great barley crops of the 
west, as well as such portions of 
the wheat crop a8 may be under 
grade, will come out not in the 
form of grain, bat in the form of 
cattle and hogs. 

Even in the matter of poultry 
und dairy products, which the west 
formerly imported quite freely, Mr 
Gordon is convinced tbat there will 
be in a very few years a consider- 
able export movement. Already 
poultry and eggs are being shipped 
out, and the expansion in the cir-
